The big financier was led up to his 
answer hy Samuel Untermyer who 
asked Mr. Morgan if ‘‘he did not feel 
his vast power.”’ 


Morgan answered that he did not 
admit he had vast power and did not 
feel it. 

Once when the lawyer and the wit- 
ness got into a discussion of competi- 
tion and combination, Morgan said: 

‘Yd rather have combination than 
competition. I like a little compe- 
tition, but I Jike combination better. 
Control is the :mportant thing; with- 
out it you can’t do a thing—but no one 
man could monopolize money. One 
man might get control of railroads, 
or merchandise, but never money and 
ccedit. 

Morgan’s declaration that there 
“could be no money trust’’ was em- 
phasized by a vigorous bang with his 
fist on the arm of his chair. The finan- 
cier testified as to the relations of the 
house of Morgan with several great 
corporations.

The view of the government is said to 
be that by the stock going into the 
hands of stockholders of a rival com- 
peting corporation the public would be 
more likely to procure compeition be- 
tween the two companies than if the 
stockholders of one of*the corporations 
were permitted to own a controlling 
interest in the other company.’’ 

The opinion of the supreme court an- 
nounced on December 2 conferred auth- 
ority to frame the decree upon the 
district court of Utah, which, for the 
purpose of this case, was constituted 
of four judges of the Eighth circuit. 

The disagreement between the gov- 
ernment and the railroad attorneys is 
regarded as so vital that it would re- 
quire elaborate consideration by the 
lower judges, and then might result 
only in an appeal to the supreme court.
